1. The above-referenced memorandum from the White House, 
dated 27 February 1985, requests that agencies affected by the 
Uniform Relocation Assistance and Real Property Acquisition 
Policies Act of 1970, respond to the Department of 
Transportation with proposed regulations under the Act by 
27 May 1985. | | 


3. It is felt that no reply is required on the part of the 
Agency at this time with regard to these regulations since we 
still do not engage in the type of programs within the purview 
of Public Law 91-646. This legislation is focused primarily on 
urban renewal and federal highway projects. The Agency would 
be affected by this statute only if it acquired real property 
which resulted in the displacement of persons. Historicall v 
the Agency has not acquired real property in this manner,

4. The Office of General Counsel sees nothing harmful in 
the Act which would impede the Agency's effectiveness if it 
should become necessary in the future to displace persons in 
order to acquire property. 


5. It is suggested that we need not respond to the request 
at this time since we are not an "affected" Agency. Instead we 
should request a copy of any proposed regulations the 
Department of Transportation develops. If, at that time, they 
are viewed as being potentially harmful to the Agency , we can 
propose alternative language or request an exemption. ]

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MEMORANDUM FOR THE HEADS OF EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENTS AND AGENCIES 


The purpose of this Memorandum is to improve administration 
and implementation of the Uniform Relocation Assistance and 
Real Property Acquisition Policies Act of 1970. 

Specifically, I hereby direct the following actions: 

1. The Presidential Memorandum of September 6, 1973 on 
this subject is superseded. 

As with other Administration management improvement 
initiatives, a lead agency, the Department of 
Transportation (DOT) , is designated to coordinate 
and monitor implementation of the Act, and consult 
with State and local governments and 
other organizations and interest groups affected by 
administration of the Act. 

3. DOT, jointly with the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, shall interact with the principal 
executive departments and agencies affected by the 
Act in developing Administration policy, 

4. Within 90 days of the date of this Memorandum, all 
affected executive departments and agencies shall 
propose common regulations under the Act. Within 
one year of the date of this Memorandum, such 
departments and agencies shall issue common regu- 
lations under the Act. Such regulations shall be 
consistent with the model policy promulgated by DOT, 
xn consultation and coordination with other affected 
agencies, and published in final form in the 
Federal Register simultaneously with this 
Memorandum. 

5. DOT shall report annually to the President's Council 
on Management Improvement, through the Office of 
Management and Budget, on implementation of the Act. 
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
